FRANCE 


We read in the Moniteur :—" Private letiers from Copenhagen | 
explain the origin of the candidature to the Greek throne of Prince 
William of Deumark.

Prince 
Christian, the father of the полу candidate, offered no objection to 
the overtures of the minister, but insisted, as a preliminary condition, 
upon the consent of King Frederick VII of Denmark to this candi- 
datare.” Тһе Moniteur adds that the Кіп is said to have declared 
that it will afford him much satisfaction if the young prince is 
accep'ed by the Greek people. 

MEXICO.

The favourable results expected from 
the use of Ezyptians in Mexico had failed in giving the satisfaction 
desired. Tnree days after their arrival there were over 100 in the 
hospitals. Smallpox had again be:ome virulent in Vera Cruz. 


THE POLISH INSURRECTION. | 
A LETTER in the Debats, from Wilna, вауз : —“ The civ 1 war con- | 
tinues, and it is becoming moreaad more sanguinary and ferocious 
The bands, which at first were composed of from 500 to 800 men, 
are now not more {һап 200 ar the utmost and the greater part do 
not consist of more than twenty or thirty men. They remain іп 
the forests, where they find it difficult to sustain life. Tne Rassians 
are guided by the peasants, woom they frighten or corrupt, and | 
scarcely allow any quarter t» the insurgents. The number of pri- 
soners has become so large that all the prisons are gorged, and it 
is difficult to escort the prisoners »cross а country which is in such 
a state of forment. Moreover, there are n» longer any councils of 
war held; all those who are taken with arms in their hands are 
executed on the spot; and what arms, good heavens!—rusty 
sabres, scythes, pikes, iron-headed sticks! Revolvers are luxaries 
possessed only by two or three persons at most among a band of 
fifty insurgents. You know that 300 of the prinvipal proprietors 
have been arrested and hurri-d into the interior of ltassia, or shut 
up in the citadel. Every day new arrests are made. Every pea- 
sant who has any complafut to make against bis lord, au employe, 
or an overseer, every insolvent debtor, is sure to be listened to 
and his denunciation is immediately followed byan arrest. In this 
way it is desired to arouse al! rancour, hatred, aud vengeance, to 
light a civil war, and to plunge the country into the most frightful 
avarchy.” 

Tho Czas of the 22nd says:—“ A Pole named Krasinski has 

been sentenced to receive 507 blows from a stick before being shot 
The order was executed at Warsaw itself. The unfortunate man 
passed between the ravks of 500 soldiers, and received the ap- 
pointed number of strokes. After this tecrible infliction, not being 
able to stand or to lie down, he supported himself against the wall, 
being enveloped in his cloak. His mother had obtained permission 
to see him immediately after this barbarous scene, but he was so 
much disfigured that she did not recognise him. Taking him for 
а stranger, she asked bim which way she must go in order to see 
her son. The only response of the пповрру man was to open his 
cloak and show his lacerated body. Two hours later Krasinski 
was shot.” 
· A letter from Cracow, dated March 22, says:—“ Mademoiselle 
Poustvojoi, Langiewicz's female &ide-de-camp, has. I regret to say, 
not been treated since her capture in military fashion at all. She 
has been handed over to the police and is now shut up in some 
Oracovian *sta'ion-house.' It would bave been out of the question, 
however, for the Austrian Government to place this lady among the 
captured insurgents, who are confined in the military riding-shool 
(where there are as many as 400 of them), in the courtyard of the 
televraph- office, in tbe castle, and at a place called Podgorze, just 
outside Cracow. Nor would it have been possible to find room for 
her in an hotel, every room in every hotel in Oracow being oc- 
cupied and let beforehand for several days. All the insurgents 
b-longing to the kingdom of Poland who have fallen into the hands 
of the Austrians have cons'derately been sent into the interior, to 
be imprisoned in the fortresses. I say ‘considerately,’ because if 
given up to the Rassians they тай. almost certainly be sbot. 
Among њ hundred anecdot+s impossible to verify which are eircu- 
lating about the town, is one to the effect that, as the insurgents 
were crossing the frontier this morning, в party of Cossacks follo wed 
them too far, aud were fired upon by a guard of Austriane. It is 
even said that the Austrians on this occasion made a dozen Rassian 
prisoners; and some look-up honse, into which no outsider can 
possibly penetrate, is named as the place where they are incar- 
cerated.” 

A Vienna letter of March 24 says:—“No one positively knows 
what induced Langiewicz to qait Poland, but it is supposed that he 
was unable to make head against the Demoeratic party. It was in 
the evening of the 19th inst. that the Polish Dictator crossed the 
Galician frontier near Opaiowice. At Uscie Langiewicz was met 
by M. Bassler, an Austrian commissary, who qnartered him in the 
h use of a Galician nobleman, where he passed the night. In the | 
moraing of the 20h he was sent io а carriave, with an escort of 
four Hussars, to l'arnow.

desire; now, therefore, the Congress of the Confederate States, 
deeply impressed with the conviction that it is their duty to leave 
no means untried to pat an end to a contest injurious to the civilized 
world and disastrous to the parties engaged, believing tbat its pro- 
longation can only tend to ешбійег and perpetuate feelings of hos-

The news brought by the Arabia from New York is very interest- 
ing.

The mos! important із the 
attack by tue Federals on Port Hudson. They commenced the 
bombardment at two o'clock on the 14th instant, and at midvight 
an attempt was made to pass the batteries, which was furiously 
opposed by the Confederates, who set fire to one sloop of war, which 
wus burnt to the water's edge in front of the batteries; another 
large vessel was completely riddled, a third crippled, Admiral 
Farragut's flag-ship disabled, aud the whole fleet driven back, the 
victory of the Confederates being complete. Such is the Confederate 
account of the affair. The Federal expediion to the Tallahatchie 
river had :ome upon a Confederate battery at Greenwood, aud been 
completely defeated. The Confederates had, lastly, repulsed an 
atrack of the Federals on Blackwater river. Оп the other hand, the 
Federals had been successful in repulsing an attack mude by the 
Confederates on Newbern, in North Carolina and also in a cavalry 
engagement across the Rappabauuock, in which they were reported 
to have driven the Confederates behind their entrenchments aud to 
have taken twenty-tive prisoners. The New Jersey Legislature 
had declared in favour of peace by a large majority.

DOUBLE EXECUTION IN DORCHESTER. 
Onarxs Ғоокв and Alired Preedy were recently executed at Dor- 
chester county gaol, in the presence of an immense assemblage of 
persons. The first-uamed culprit had been convicted of the wiral 
murder of his cousin, Daniel Joseph Stowe, at Walditoh, on the 
29th of Angust. The wretched murderer was a farmer occupying 
the official position of overseer and way warden at Walditch, в vil- 
lage about а mile from Bridport, the murdered man being his first 
cunsin, and only living about 100 yards away. There bad been re- 
peated dissensions between them, which led to great animosity, the 
culprit especially entertsining feelings of strong hostility to wards 
his relative. On the morning of the murder the prisoner was stand- 
ing at his house door in the village, having a gun in his band, and 
his cousin passing by at the time, the culprit took в deliberate aim, 
and shot poor Stoae in the back of the bead. The murderer then 
at'empted suicide, but in vaio. When-he was taken into custody, 
and told that bie poor victim was dead, be merely replied, “ Yes, I 
suppose he is Но has been tossing me for long Не bas made me 
very ne'vons for the last month " The defence set up was inasnity, 
but that failed to convince the јату. Tne other morderer, Altred 
Preedy, wes of a far different cress. Ho was only twenty years of 
age and while at Portland prison, undergoing в «ешешсе of penal 
servitude, murdered Charles Evans, one of the warders. At the 
trial the prisoner fought and kicked to sueh an extent as to necessi- 
tate his being placed 1n irons, hia howling, screaming. and execra- 
tions delaying the procrecings for upwards of two hours. This 
conduct waa, as supposed, to support the theory of his insanity. 
Sinco his conviction and condemnation he has behaved himself with 
great bravado, bat ultimately was brought to a better frame of mind 
Shortly Блоге the time »npointed, Caleraft, the executioner, per- 
formed his task of pintoving the two culprits, in the preseuce of the 
under-sherff, the governor of the gaol, Mr. J. V. D. Lawren^e;

FEDERALS.

the screw steamship Peterboff, Captain S. Јагшаг, left Falmouth 
for St. Thomas aud Matamoras on the evening of tbe 2700 of 


Janvary, and. after four and а half days of гопди westher and 
a heavy sea іп the Channel and Бау of В асау, tbe remaiuder of 
the voyage wag without particular incident until the uorring of 
Friday, the 20th of February, when we were bvnided by à boat 


from a smali schooner under the Duteh flav, which we tok to be а 
pilot boat, but proved to be otherwise. Shortly after we ob-erved 
a steamer approaching us, which, eben sbe go! рењг, homed the 
United States! flag. Toe Peterboff bad tbe British еви (mg, 
avd was proceediog iu her course for the barbour of St. Tuas. 
Close to the shore of St. John's Island, the Unired States’ &'esmer 
fired a blank charge, and then а shotted gun. The shot pessed tue 
Peterhoff's bow some distance ahead. We had no sails set at the 
time, but the engine was immediately stopped. А boat from tbe 
United States’ steamer boarded us while in Danish waters The 
boarding officer said he came from the Unit d Btates’ steamer 
Alabama. He examined the Регетћо в papers, and al owed ber to 
proceed, declining to endorse his visit and «zamin «Чор, on the plea 
that be had no authority to do во. The Peterhiff remaived in Bt. 
Thomas's harbour, for the purpose of completing her supply of 
coal, till about noon of the 25th of February. Daring ber 
stay, Admiral Wilkes, of Trent notoriety, arrived іп barbour 
with the Uri'ed States’ steamer Washusetts aud Oneida snd 
declared publicly that the Alabama should bave шабе a prize 
of the Peterhoff. In going out of harboor it was found that 
the engine was disabled. aud the ship stood out under easy sail. 
Outside we saw the United States’ steamer Vanderbilt cowmy up 
under steam She exchanged signals with the admiral inside, 
and, вв we heard afterwards, was erdered to follow and overhaul 
ns. Between one and two p.m. she overtook and ordered the Peter- 
hoff to be bove to. At two p.m. а boat boarded us, the officer re- 
maining below about three-quarters of an bour examuivg the 
sbip’s papers Не left for the Vanderbilt, directing te Peterhoff 
to be kept hove to till his return, which was about nal!-paet three 
pm., when he stated that ber papers were not qui'e sati»factory, 
and requested Captain Jarman to go on board the Vanderbilt with 
the ship's pepers, с, saying that he was authorized to say that 
if Captain Jarman refused an armed boat's crew would be sent to 
take bim by force. Captain Jarman seid he held a commission in 
the Royal Naval Reserve, and had in charge her Majusty’s mail for 
Matamoras; that he would not leave his ship, especially after the 
threst which had been held out, but they were welcome to come on 
board, examine the papers, and search the ship. Не repeated this 
on deck, in the presence of myself and the other six passengers, 
who ali protested as well as myself against his leaviog the ship. 
The boat left, Captain Jarman assuring the officer in obarge that 
his papers were open to the inspection of апу officer sent from 
the Vandertilt, but that he would not allow them to be taken, nor 
would he leave his ship with them unless compelled by force 
to do se. At fonr pm we were boarded by twe armed boats 
from the Vanderbilt, and Lieutenant Alexander, Uoited States’ 
navy, took temporary charge of the Peterhoff till the Vanderbilt 
could communicate with St. Thomas. Captain Jarman ordered the 
mate, Mr. Bound, to haul down the ensign, bat was prevented from 
doing so by Lieutenant Alexander, who ordered it to be kept flying.

One man wassentto the wheel, 
and a United States’ engineer took possession of the engine room.

TREASURE TROVE. 

AN inquest of а most unusual oLaracter was recently held by Mr. 
N. P. Keli, the coroner for tbe rape of Hastings, and a jary, touch- 
ing the ficding and discovery of certsia bars and pieces of gold in 
the parish of Mouutfield, in the county of Sussex. Mr. Н R Rey- 
ncids, solicitor to the Lreasury, «1th whom were two otber solicitors, 
atrenied to watch the irquiry on the part of the Crown, and Mr 
W Savery appeared on behalf of two persons supposed to be con- 
сегрей in the inquiry. The following are the facts elucidated in 
the conrse of a lengthy investigation:—On the 12th of January 
last, Willium Buichers, a labourer, in the employ of Mr. Tuomas 
Adan, n farmer of Mountfield, while ploughiug, turned up, about

Willett was then taken into custody, 
aud examined before the magistrates at the Ваше Petty Sessions 
on Tuesday, the 24th of February, on the charge of having ille- 
gally received a quantity of gold, and refwsing to accouat for its 
disposal. Не wa» remanded tili the following Saturday, and then 
discuarged from custody, it appearing that the magistrates had 
no jurisdiction in the matter, the power of making such an in- 
vestigation being vested, according to an «14 statute (4th Edward 
J), iu the coroner, and hence the present inquest. Meanwhile, 
bein» it was commenced, the lord of tne manor (Mr. E. C. Egerton, 
M P), had communicated with hec Majesty’s Treasury, and they 
iustructed Mr. Reynolds to investigate the mysterious affair. А 
Топбоа detective was set to work, and as a preliminary step, he 
went to the bauk of the Messrs. Beeching aud Hastings, and there 
aicortained that, on the 24:h of February, Thomas and Willett had 
gone to the bank together with 300/ in Bank of England notes, and 
that the Ілдег bad opened ап acouunt there. Fortunately, the pre- 
caution of writing the namo of Silas Thomas on one of the potes 
hed been taken, and by this means they were traced back to the 
Bank of England. Continuing his researches, the detective suc- 
ceeded in tracing the notes to the bank of the Messrs. Glyn, where 
he learnt tüat they had been given on the 23rd of January in pay- 
meut of а check drawn by Messrs. Brown, the gold rctiners in Cheap- 
vide, which check, it was further ascertained, had been given in pay- 
шеші of a sum of 5297 to а person who had given the name of 
Stephen Willett, for 153 ounces of gold in s solid state that had been 
delivered by him. A description of this gold having been re- 
quested, it was foand to correspond exactly with three bars which 
had subsednentiy been found in the field, and which were produced 
at the inquest. T'he jury, at the end of the inquiry, which lasted 
upwards of five hours, returned њ verdict to the effect that certain 
pieces of old gold, to the weight of Lilo, or thereabouts, and of the 
value of upwards of 5307, had been found iu the fi-lo on the day 
named ; that the owner or owners were not known; that the said 
pieces of gold, at the time of fiuding, and afterwards, were the pro- 
perty of the Queen, and that William Butchers, Silas Thomas, and 
Stephen Willett concealed the finding of the same from the Queen 
and the ceroner. The of the inquest having been served, 
it is understood that ulterior proceedings will be taken against the 
persons who have thus concealed the finding of this valuable tres- 
sure trove and appropriated it to their owa use. The three bars of 
gold which have since been found have been examined by several 
sutiquaries, and it is believed that they must hsve been in the field 
for nearly 2,000 years Similar bars which were found in Wales 
вте preserved in the British Museum, and it is supposed were orna- 
шеп моги by the ancient Сис kings The extraordinary cir- 
VOmerahCas attending t.e discovery, аз may by supposed, have 
Caused great excitement in the n igubourhood.

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SINGULAL TRIAL FOR ALLEGED POISONING. 


Ar the Lewes assizes, Kate Richardson, 18, a go d-looking young 
woman, was charged with felouiously attempting to administer a 
large quantity ot deadly poison, called corrosive sublima'e, to 
William Halstead, with intent to murder him, ог to cause him | 
grievous bodily ipjary. 

There was & second indictment against the prisoner, charging Бег | 
with a similar offence upon Martha Halstead. 

Ме. Roupe!l conducted the prosecution. Tho prisoner was de- 
fended by Mr. Barrow. 

The circumstances under which this charge was preferred 
egsinst the prisoner were of а very extraordinary character It ap- | 
prared that the pro*ecutor, who із an independent gentieman, lived | 
wit his mother, who was the prosecutrix in tue second indictment, 
at New Fishbourne, near Chichester, aud the prisoner was in their 
employment as domestic servant, the housebold being composed of 
these three persous only. A short timo before the transaction took 
place that was the subject of inquiry, it seemed that Mrs. Halstead 
hsd complained to the prisoner of soldiers coming to the house to 
visit her, and she had given her warning to leave; but the prisoner 
appeared willing to do во, aud there had not beea the least angry | 
ferling apparently eutertained on her part, although the dismissal 
appeared to be the only motive that could be assigned for the om- 
miesiou of the diabolical act imputed to her. fre alleged offence 
was represented to һауе been committed on the 18:0 of February ; 
and it appeared that oa that day Mr Halstead aud his mother sat 
down to dioner at the usual hour, abeut two o'clock, and the 
prisoner brought up some beer, of which one bzrrel ouly was 
on tap in the house, in a jug. Mr. Halstead ooured out 
some of the beer in a glass, and he observed that it way of a very 
peculiar colour, and that there was a great deal of (гош. He placed 
it to his mouth and drank а very small quantity, not more than 
half a tea-spoonful, and he immediately felt a burning sensation in 
the mouth and throat; and suspecting that someting had been 
placed in the beer, he went down into the kitchen, Where the pri- 
soner was having her dinner, and asked her if she hed put any tiring 
into the beer that she had taken up for the dinner, aud she replied 
that she had not put auythiug into the beer. Не then asked her if 
she had any vitriol or any poison in the house. and the reply she 
made was, “ Why shouid І poison you? We have never bed any 
quarrel.” The prosecutor then took a portion of the beer that was 
iu the jog to Mr. Rsynolde a chemist at Chichester, and he mado а 
cursory examination of it, the result of which was to induce hím to 
come to the conclasion tbat it contained corrosive sublimate or 
acetate of lead. The prosecutor returned home, and it appeared 
that he soffered from diarrhboox and a burning sensation in the 
mouth and throat until eleven o'clock at nigut; and his mother, 
who had taken even a smaller quantity of the beer Шап himself, also 
suffered from several hours from the same symptoms. ]taeemed that 
although the prosecutor felt certain that some poisonous ingredient 
had been placed in the beer, he could not bring himself to believe | 
that it had been wilfuliy placed there by Ше prisoner, and he was at 
first un willing to prefer any cuarge against her, and contented him- 
self with dischargiog the prisoner from his service. The county 
police bad, however, received iuformation during the inverval of 
what had occurred, and on the 3: of March a constable belonging to 
that force went to the residence of the prosecutor, and in the privy 
that was appropriated to toe servants he found a bottle labelled, 
* Lo'ion— poison ; " and it turned out that this bottle Вай contained 
а preparation of corrosive sublimate Тһе pr^secütor and bis 
mother proved that they knew nothing about the bottle and the case 
onthe part of the prosecution was that no one but the prisoner 
could have placed it whereit was found. Upon thedisvovery being 
made, а portion of the beer in the jag, which had been carefaliy 
placed aside by the prosecutor, was sent up to Dr. Letheby, who

а very large quantity of corrosive sublimate, suffisieut in his 
opiniou to have caused the death of many persons. The prisoner 
was then taken iuta custody, but she seem:d to have ali along 
declared her entire innocence of the crime of which she was accused, 
and there was no evidence to show that she had the slightest malice 
either agaist the prosecutor or his mother, both of whom stated 
that they considered her to be a good tempered well behaved girl, 
aud that the only complaint they had ever made of her conduct was, 
that occasionally some soldiers from Chichester used to come to see 
her, and that they objected to this proceeding. In the course of the 
case the constable Jordan, who had taken up the inquiry, was 
questioned as to the parties from whom he had received the informa- 
tion which led him to interfere, aud heat first refused to answer the 
question, stating that he did so by the orders of his superior officer ; 
but upon the Lord Ohief Justice telling htm that he must answer 
the ques ion, he said that he first received tbe information that some- 
thing had happened at the prosecutor's house from two little girls 
who lived in tbe neighbourhood. 

The defence was that the evidence had failed altogether to esta- 
blish eithir that the prisoner placed the poisouous ingredient in the 
beer, or that she had any intention to injure the prosecutor or his 
mother; and it was urged that, on the contrary, there was an en 
tire abs.nce of any evidence that would justify the jury in coming 
to either of these conclusions. The jury were also reminded that 
there was nothing to show tbat the prisoner had ever had such an 
article as corrosive sublimate in her possesion, and that the bottle 
might very easily have been thrown in the place where it was 
found by some other person. Р 

The Lord Caief Justic , in summing up, said that it appeared to 
him that if the persons who had originally given the informaticn to 
the polieman had beeu brought forward as witnesses, tuey might 
have given evidence that would have been very important. He 
then observed iba; there was сөгізішіу au entire absence of motive 
on tue part of the prisoner for ihe cominission of such a crime; and 
with regard to the bottle containing the poison, it was rather a 
Yemarkanls ciccumstance that as this bottle һай evidently been for- 
nished from a chemist’s shop, by the label, to some person who re- 
quired tue contents as а lotion, there was no evidence that the pri- 
soner had any ailment that required such a remedy. 

The jury returmed a verdict of “Not guilty." Тһе other 
indictmeut was abandoned, and the prisoner was ordered to be dis- 
charged.

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TRIAL FOR WIFE MURDER. 
Levi TAYLOR, а youth of eighteen, was indicted, at the Liverpool 
assizes, for the murder of bis wife, Mary Ann Taylor, on the 216% 
January last, in Manchester. 
Mr. Sowler, «ho ор-пей the caso for the prosecution, said that 


| this was one of the most melancholy cases of murder which had 


ever been brought before the notice of a jary ; but if he proved the 
facta laid down in his instructions there conld be no doubt as to 
the conclusion which the jury would form. It was the case of a 
young man of eighteen, who, up to & particular day, had lived 
repotably and comfortably with his mother at Failsworth, but who 
oue Saturday afternoon in Oxiober last left that place t» spend his 
half holiday in Manchester. There һе met with the deceased, an 
abandoned woman, who persuaed him to go with her. Не did во, 
and unhappily fell in love with ber. Нв friends remonstrated 
with bim several times, but in spite of their remonstrances after the 
lapse of a fow weeks he married the girl, and took her home. He 
hoped, no doubt, to induce her to abandon her evil courses, but 
after staying for a short time with ber husband at Failsworth, she 
deserted him, went back to Menchester, and resorted to her old 
һапп!.  T«ylor followed her from time to time, and did all he 
could to reclaim her, but avfortanately ber moral character was too 
far goue Oathe 27rh January the deceased entered the service 
of a person named Schotield, who kept a part beerhouse and 
a part disorderly house, called the Jolly Hatters, in Shude- 
hill, Manchester. The prisoner discovered this, and followed 
his wife to Schofield'’s, where he saw her on the 28th, 
on the 29:0, on the 3%th, and fioally on Saturday, the 
31%  Bhortiy after two o'clock on the afternoon of the 31st, 
the deceased, the prisoner, and several other persons were assem- 
bled ia Ше tap-room. Taylor asked a female friend of the de- 
ceased's, who was present, to play on the organ. This led to drink 
being called for, and some li:tle dispnte took place between the de- 
ceased and the prisoner in consequence of his not ordering any 
l quor for her. After tbis he did Subsequently Taylor said he 
must go by a train at balf-past four. and he asked his wife to leave 
the room and go up stairs with him for the purpose of taking leave. 
When they got up-stairs the prisower induced the deceased to lie 
down upon one of the beds, and she had scarcely done so when he 
pot his band under her chin, and taking out a knife which he had 
ready in his pocket, he cat her throat As soon as this was done she 
managed to get off the bed and out of the room. She went down 
stairs, and iato a room where the landlord was lying upon a sofa. 
She tried to speak, bat could not do so. About the same time the 
prisoner presented himself to the landlord, and asked leave to 
gointothe yard to wash his hands. His hands were covered 
with blood. The woman was conveyed to the infirmary, where she 
died almost immediately. А kuife, covered with blood, was after- 
wards found in an outhouse in the yard. In fact, when apprehended, 
the prisoner told the offiser that he had gone into the bedroom 
with the determination of putting an end to his w'fe’s life, even if 
he should swing for it, and that if the officer would search a parti- 
cular portion of the yard at Schoüeld's house, ho would find the 
kuife with which the deed had been executed. The evidence of the 
surgeon would leave no doubt as to the cause of death, as the inter- 
nal jogalar arteries had been cut througb. 

Evidence having been given in support of the above facis, 

The jury, after consulting for aboat ten minutes, returned a ver- 
dict of “ Guilty,” with a recommendation to mercy. 

His lordsnip passed sentence of death ia the usual form, and the 
prisoner, who had become insensible, was carried below by two 
officers. 


MURDER OF A SWEETHEART. 


was placed at the var, charged with the wilfal murder of his sweet- 
heart, Alice Hinkley, on the 4th of Decem"er last, in Bissell- 
street, Birmingham. Prisouer pleaded “Not guilty” in а firm 
voice.

The deceased was a young 
woman who had lived with her grandmother in Artoun’s-buildings, 
Bissell-street, Birmingham. Оа the night of December 4th, 
deceased was seen by her grandmother standing at the corner of 
the court, about half-past ten o'clock, talking to the prisoner. No 
notice was taken of that circumstance by her, as she knew that the 
parties were * keeping company." The grandmother spoke to the 
deceased, and passed on to an adjoining house, where sbe had 
scarcely been five minutes when she heard the report of a pistol іп 
the direction she had left the prisoner and deceased together. She im- 
mediately hurried to the end of the court, where she found her grand- 
daughter lying оп the pavement dead fromthe effects of а pistol shot 
wouud. About а тип е before a woman named Mary Cowrie saw 
tbe d ceased and the prisoner in conv-rsation together at the end of 
the court, and as sho passed by them she suid to the unfortunate de- 
ceased, “ You had bewer go іп, Alice, you have got a cold;" to 
which she replied, “ I have not been here а minute." Upon this 
Oowrie walked on, but before she had gone many yards she heard 
the prisoner s:y, “ 00 you mean it?" and the deceased rejoined, 
* Yes, I will,” or “ Yes, I do." The words were scarcely uttered 
when Cowrie heard а pistol fired. She returned to the end of the 
court, where she found the deceased lying on the ground dead, and 
the prisoner was gone. Between two and three hours after this had 
occurred, the prisoner, governed by some irresistible impulse, re- 
turned to the court, an» endeavoured to enter the house where his 
victim lay dead. Оа the sfieraoon of the 4th of December 
Ша”, the prisoner bought а double-barrelied pistol and some conical 
and spherical balls at a shop in l'irmingham, where ho went in com- 
pauy with a friend. After be bad purchased them, he asked the shop- 
шап what would be the effect it he fired either of the balls, and һө 
was cautioned to be very carefal how he used them. “пе same 
pistol the prisoner parchased was found near to the deceased when 
she was removed, one barrel of it having been recently discharged, 
and the other barrel being loaded with one of the conical bullets 
bought by the prisoner at an earlier hour of the day. The rcmainder 
of the bullets were found upon the prisoner efter he was appie- 
hended. Tho deceased was only seventeen years of age, bore an 
excellent character, was very much esteemed, and of prepossessing 
appearance. К 

The jury found the prisoner “ Guilty," with a recommendation to 
mercy. 

RON of death was passed in the usual manner. The prisoner 
cried out when the sentence had been passed, and was carried from 
the dock. Befure descending the steps һе turned round to the judge 
and thanked hiin for his kindness.

INSIDE AN IRONCLAD. 


Tag special correspoudent of the New York Herald was on board 
the Montauk when she attacked Fort McAllistriu February. The 
vessel carried 15-inch guus. “1 took up my position," he writes, 
* in the pilot-house, which, about halí-past eigat o'clock, was bit a 
tremendous blow by а shot Your correspondent was at that 
instant of impact on one knee, writing a paragraph in his note- 
book. The shock was somewhat severe, aud afterwards I found 
the shot struck close to my head. It unbalanced те, and I tumbled 
over against the side of the narrow pilot-house, when, to my sur- 
prise, 1 was struck by a piece of iron bolt with the nut attached 
(weighing about 1ib.), first on the shoulder and then on the knee. 
Some of the other bolts were knocked out The iron was, ro 
doubt cf an inferior quality, and had they been of the same 
character as those in the turret such an event would not bavo 
taken place. In view of such an accident, aud suffering from the 
shock, 1 left the pilot-house. I feel satisfied that the pilot-bouse 
is as strong as any part of the vessel, but the bol's will have to be 
protected from flyiog inwards. The sensation below decks was far 
afferent from that which I bad experienced in the pilot-house 
The sound of our own gons was m re acute and uopteasant, 
aod well it might be when it is taken iuto consideration 
that the whole volume of sound from the discbarge of each gun 
passed directly over and within а few inches of our heads, the con- 
cussion passing into the system through the braiu by the top of the 
l cannot say that it was painful, out it was far from plea- 
sant, and in addition to this, you were scarcely ever able to hear 
the word of comuiand when the guns were fired. То hear the 
officers say, * Are you ready? Fire!’ takes off mach of the un- 
pleasantness of the shock, but below you do not have that warr- 
ing. We tired both guns оп an average once in four minutes. It 
was just six minutes past eleven o'ciock, I wes stauding in the 
wardroom, and in conversation with Dr. Brayton, when а most 
terrific blow was struck upon our deck plating direotly over шу 
head. 1 жаз driven with much force into а chair, and my whole 
muscular system seemed for about two minutes perfectly paralyzed. 
1 was faint, and could scarcely obtain my breath. 1 never expe- 
rienced such an unpleasant sensation in the whole course of my 
life. It was a heavy shock to my whole system 一 in fact, it ex- 
ceeded my experience in the pilot-house, and 1 thought I had dono 
wrong in quitting it And while absorbed in such thoughts, 
slam ! came auother such a shot, but, fortunately for me at least, 
about six fee: away from where the first one struck. Weak as I 
was, this gave we а shock. 1 soou recovered fr: m the inteuse pain 
1 suffered, and resumed my notes, but was continually іп appre- 
hension of having the dose repeated. Fortunately, however, it was 


not. Shortly afterwards Mr. Browne, our paymaster, who 
took my place in the pilot-house, came into the ward- 
room and reported that it had been hit again, and 


quite а number of the bolts broken off and flang violently across the 
pilot-house, narrowly escaping Doty, the quarter-master, and him- 
self. So í was thankful that 1 was not there, for with so many in 
this little coop aowebody would have been hit. At this time of the 
fight it was bang, bang from our own guns, aud crack. slam, 
whiz-z-z-z from the enemy's shot, the combined noises forming а 
musical performance вејдош or ever heard with such composure by 
во m»ny men who felt theuselves perfectly safe. Of iuo fort we 
could see that the parapets were severely injured, while the huge 
traverses bore deep marks ef our shells. But yet, in the main, tuo 
work bid fair to sian 1 for so ne hours longer, and our ammunition 
was too costly to be used with such an objeot in view, and it was 
decided to discontinue the action before noon, and at seven minutes 
befo:e meridian the anchor was away and we were drifting down 
tbe narrow river.

Since the conviction of Shaw 
the present prisoner has been apprehended by  police-constable 
Robertson, 265 P, after & desperate encounter, at Walworth From the 
evideuce adduced, it appears that there was a gang of three, the third 
purty giving the name Wiliam Anslow, elias Carter, Langton, and Flsom 
Tne modus operandi of the firm was that shaw should make application 
for loans, whilst the other two gave themselves as sureties. In the case 
of the Li:son-«rove Loan Society—and in all ‘thers the working was the 
same—it appears that Shaw gave his address at 50, Jubilee-place, Chelsea, 
and by trade а bubl-cutter. He applied to the suciety for а loan of £10, 
and gave the present prisoner and Ansiow not in custody as his sureties 
Ashwin's а ddress was Brecknock terrace, Camden-town, and Anslow's 
Grove-place James Kelly, a director of the society, made appl'cation апа 
inquiry at both addresses. At Ashwin’s he was introduced into a well- 
furnished parlour, where he (Ashwiu) was sitting on an easy-chair. with 
his right foot propped up on cushions and pillows, apparentiy as ifa 
severe martyr tothe gout Оп going to Anslow's place, he (Anslow) came 
from the back part of the house into the drawing-room, ~ith his shirt 
sleeves tucked up and & long bibbed apron on, to appear as if he had just 
left his studies asa *culptor. At both places bundles of receipta, both for rent 
and taxes, were produced, and on their strength and the sureties asserting 
that Shaw таза hardworking honest mao, the loan was g'auted. The 
receipts were afterwards found to be fictitious, and the parties had only 
hired furnished apartments. and were always un the look-out for parties 
calling Іп no case where loans had been obtained had more than three 
repay шепіз been made, and on application being made at the addresses 
the birds had flown, It is estimated that witbin the last three month , not 
less than £500 nas beeu obtained in hard casb, besides geods and furni-

Defence. Jn allusion to this description of ship and those proposed 
to be constructed by Captain C. Coles, tbat officer spoke as follows 
in & leoture he recently delivered at the Un!ted Вегујсе Institu- 
tion ;一 

“ Ав to the comparative merits of tbe shield ships and the broad- 
side iron-clad sbips now building, be would construct them under 
the following beads :—Firot, their offensive and destroctive powers; 
second, their defensive and resisting powers, third, their speed and 
sea-going qualities ; and fourth, their ligbt draft of water and ban- 
diness in steering. The present transition of navies and the great 
progress made in the construction of large guns, especially in 
America, left as little doubt that we were to pass from 68-poundere 
to 800 -р uaders, аз that we had passed from 36's to 68-poundere; 
and ıt was clear that the iron-clad broadeide ships could not carry 
this heavy ordnance. The comparative destructive powers of these 
ships must depend on the weight of the broadside guns; but it 
must not be forgotten that a heavy projectile, able to destroy a 
ship, might inflict only а small amount of injury if broken upon a 
broadside Oomparing the Prince Albert phield-ebip with the 
Defence broadside ship ав two offensive and dest: uctive powers, he 
fonnd that the broacside of the Deience was 560ibs., with a (onpsge 
3,700, while tbe Prince Albert's broadside was 1,120\bs., with а 
tonnage of 2,529 tons, with a power of fighting with balf her guns, 
giving ber, in fact, two broadsides of 5601Ь6., or making ber equal 
to two Defences, although she was 1600 tons smaller. This being 
the case he was ata loss to know how Lord C. Paget came to the 
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ance of practical naval architects, produced plans from timo to time

THE GREAT UNIVERSITY BOAT RACE. 


Тик illustration in page 405 represents this important aquatic race. 
The race was first rowed in 1829, and eighteen successive conteste 
have served to magnify its epoch as one important іп the history of 
British sports, as one imparting the first exercise of that indomitable 
courage which has again and again in after life developed itself in 
circumstances of trying emergency; it inaugurates each sucoes- 
sive year, by the principal contest of the season; the pleasure of 
witnessing and the task of recording it sre alike sources of much 
gratification, and, unlike many other aquatic meetings, which аге 
indebted to the position they ocoupy to the untiring exertions and 
unremitting energy of their promoters, this owes its popularity to 
the event itself, unaided and abetted by collateral causes. 

There are abundant reasons for the intensity of interest with 
which this race is looked forward to, and the gratification with 
which it is witnessed. it is а boating spectacle in which 
that interest is alike participated in by patrician and plebeian ; it 
is a race into which no subtlety ever creeps; one in which no 
undue influences are ever exercised, and in which the winner and 
the loser alike become entitled to reeeive that meed of praise, for- 
tunate or unfortunate, to which their preparation for the contest and 
the trial of stamina and speed indubitably entitle them. And there 
is one great advantage resulting from itin an aquatic point of view 
—the increasing popularity of the race, instead of militating 


against the success of other meetings, has, by encouraging в laudable | 
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as they rowed past the steamboats. Mr. J. W. Chitty was appointed 
to fill the office of umpire, and Mr. Searle sterter, and the necessary 
preliminari-s having been arranged, the crews rowed off to their 
stations, Oxford having the Middlesex side. 

Nearly balf an bour wae cut to waste in fraitless attempts to keep 
the steamboats in the rear of the race, the Jupiter, which bad taken 
up а position alongside the Oxford crew, getting on the flat, where 
she had to remain, her passengers being thereby prevented from 
seeing any part of the race after the start, which took place at 
twenty-five minutes past ten. The light blues were the first to get 
off, and directly sho wed in front by about a yard. Inthe next few 
strokes, however, {че Oxonians drew up level with them, and 
posite the Ship at Mortlake bad drawn themselves clear. Opposite 
the White Hart they had increased their lead to two lengths, and 
Barnes-bridge was reached by them in five minutes forty-eight se- 
o' nds, with a lead of nearly three lengths. At Ohiswick-eyet the 
Oxoníans had increased their lead to nearly six lengths, both orewe 
rowing iu beautiful style. Hammersmith-bridge was reached in 
fifteen minu:es forty-five seconds. at which point the dark blues had 
increased the gap to eight or ten lengths, which lead they increased 
to the winning-post。 coming in first by about 200 yards. Time, 
twenty-three minutes twelve seconds. 


LORD BHAFTESBURY AND THE LANOASHIRE 
OPERATIVES. 
TO THE OPERATIVES IN THE COTTON DISTRICTS. 

Мт dear friends, —Day by day I receive the most gratifying proofs 
that you have not forgotten me; and дау by day I may say that I 
have you and yours in remembrance; the loog conflict we sustained 
together; and the happy issue of all our labours. 

I have watched with unspeakable admiration and gratitade your 
wise and noble conduct under the greatest privations I have re- 
joiced to hear the testimony borne by every one to your prsotioal 


conclusion that  shield-ship engaged on both sides weuld be at 
» disadvantage as compared with а broadside ship, for it was ob- 
vious thatthe Prince Albert would be equal to two Defences when 
lighting on both sides. He might go further, and say that as 
broadside ships could only fight every other gun, the broadside of 
the Defence was reduced to 280lbs. Besides the Prince Albert 
drew five feet eight inches less water than the Defence. Oaptain 
Coles proceeded to institute close comperison, and to adduce sta- 
tistics with regard to the Valiant, the Warrior, the Favourite, and 
the Royal Sovereign, with the view that under all the four heads 
enumerated there was an indisputable superiority in the shield- 
ships over broadsides, while their lighter draught of water would 
enable them to пве the present dockyards, notwithstanding the 
much heavier ordnance with which they were armed. Captain 
Coles proceeded to explain in detail, and to illustrate by diagrams, & 
model ship embodying all his inventions apd improvements, which 
he called the “Naughty Child," and to coutrast it with the most im- 
proved specimen of a broadside ship, the Favourite. Не contended 
thet, both as в fighting and a sea-going vessel, euch а ah p would 
Lot only be in all respects superior, but that their construction would 
tave milliona to the country. Perhaps not the least important of all 
the points of superiority of the new invention was, that while in the 
ordipary broadside vessels the arc of training guns was not more 
than 40 degrees, in the shield vessel it was as much as 310 degrees. 
Another was, that in the new ships the living and fighting portions 


of the vessele were entirely separate and distinct. The officers | 


lived aft and the men forward ; the fighting part was in the contre, 
and the consequence was the ship never required clearing for 
action. As to the mode of building these ships, thick iron plates, 
in his opinion, would only be needed o protect the vital parts. 
Log: session Lord O Paget said that Oaptsin Coles was not а ship- 
builder, and that bis plans were not fit for the public service. How 
was it, then, that the Government bad adopted a» many of bis 
plans? (Cheers). Не did not profess to be а ship-builder. He 
Was & practical seaman and a gunner, and he had, with the assist- 
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desire of imitation and promoting a feeling of honourable emula- 
tion, tended to advance and sustain them. 

The contest alluded to in 1829 was rowed at Henley and won 
essily by the Oxonians. No race then occured between them until 
1836, which was over the old London rowing course, from West- 
minster to Putney, and Cambridge in their turn became victorious ; 
but only won by six strokes. No further race took plac» until 1839, 
when Cambridge were again triumphant, as also іп 1840 and 1841 
In 1842, Oxford again won ; and in 1845 there was а rene val of the 
contest, which was the beginning of thosa between Patney and 
Mortlake, and which was won by Oambridge. In 1846 Cambridge 
agsia won; and іп 1849 there were two contests, with alternate sac- 
cesses. In 1852 and 1854, Oxford were on both occasions euc- 
cessful ; and from 1856 the race has been continued annaally, Cam- 
bridge winning in that year, 1858, and in 1860 thus leaving Oam- 
bridge the advantage «fone victory upon the gross amount, although 
Oxford had won the two last races. Cambridge, conseqnently, were 
this year the challengers, and having thrown down the gauntlet 
aboot ten weeks ago, it was taken up without delay by Oxford 

The deci-ion of the presidents of the two University Clubs, to row 
up on the flood, was reversed be'ore starting, owing to the bad state 
of the tide, and it was sgreed that the race should be rowed dowa, 
startiog from Barker's Rails, and finishiug at а boat moored 
opposite the Star and Garter at Putney. 

The weather was rather cold in the early part of the morning, а 
sharp south-weeterly wind causiog the water to be rather lumpy, 
bat as the time drew near the san burst forth in all his glory, and 
greatly added to the beauty of the scene. Amongst the speculative 
portion of the spectators wagering was pursued with some vigour, 
the ойда being 60/. to 407. in favour of the Oxonians. 

The time appointed for the start was half-past vine o'clock, and 
at forty-five minutes pest nine the crews were observed stepping into 
their boats, and instantly a tremendous burst of cheering rent the 
air. Tho two crews, as they doffed their jackets, certainly looked 
in the pink of condition, and they were greeted with & loud cheer

thet you have the warm and genuine sympathy of every one of 
your fellow-subjects. and that perseverance in your patient and 
dignified conduct, will, under God's blessing, obtain for you all the 
counsel and aid that it isin their power to bestow.—Believe me, ever 
your sincere and affectionate friend.

Lankester (ihe coroner), Мг. Warriver, Mr. Sala, 
Mr. Wm. Uarpenter (the active honorery secre- 
tery), Mr. Barnard, and other gentlemen who 
take an interest in the subject.
